Report of Allenstown Schools. — 


In accordance with a vote passed at the last school 
meeting, a union with Pembroke and Pittsfield was 
formed, for a supervisory district, and Frank H. 
Benedict was elected to the office of superintendent; 
beginning his duties in this town July first. 

He improved the grading of the schools, exceedingly, 
introduced new features, arranged all the work for the 
different schools a half term in advance, adding materi- 
ally to the efficiency of the work done. | 

It was, with sincere regret, that the school board 
received his resignation, to take effect January first. 

Mr. Benedict was succeeded by Mr. Leon O. Merrill, 
who came well recommended, and with special prepara- 
tion, received at Dartmouth College, the State Normal 
School, and Harvard Supervisory School. 

We feel that Mr. Merrill has gained the good will of 
the pupils, and the teachers commend his methods. 

We hope the parents will realize the benefit of trained 
supervision, as the school board feel it, and will see by 
their votes, that the system is continued, and the town 
thus gets the best value for the money spent upon 
education. 

We think our schools were never in a better condition 
than now, and we are especially pleased with our 
teachers. ‘They are all working hard, and faithfully for 
the good of their pupils. 

Owing to the epidemic of scarlet fever one year ago, 
most of the winter term was of necessity added to the 
spring term, giving us more weeks in this school year 
than belong's to it. 
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We plan a fall term of fourteen weeks, with a Christ- 
mas vacation of three weeks, then a winter and spring 
term of eleven weeks each. 

The winter term now being in session the report is 
fragmentary as regards this term’s work. | 

The town has thus far carried out the law by paying 
the high school and academy tuitions. The number of 
students who are receiving this education is increasing 
and we think it wise, and in accord with the decision of 
the court, that the sum necessary to meet this tuition 
be raised at the school meeting.

SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS. 


FRANK HOWE BENEDICT. 


To the School Board: 


GREETING.—I have the honor of herewith submitting 
that portion of the first annual report from this office, 
which relates to my connection with the schools of 
Allenstown during the year 1904. 

In accordance with the wishes of the citizens of 
Allenstown that you employ the services of some one to 
superintend the work of your teachers and children it 
has been your pleasure that a portion of my time and 
energy during the past six months be devoted to this 
purpose. So for the period of fourteen weeks of this 
school year I have shared with your teachers that sacred 
trust which parents and citizens of Allenstown have 
year after year been wont to turn over to some person 
or persons—the training and developing of their children 
in lines which the home cannot give. ; 

I found the schools in as good condition as schools can 
be in where no one has been employed who has a full 
view of the school work from the first year to the last 
of a school course. 

The end of a year’s work is not the showing that the 
pupils can make as mental gymnastic performers but 
the more permanent showing which indicates growth of 
permanent power, a preparation for next year’s work. 
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Teachers who fit for a certain line of work or who con- 
tinually conduct classes through a given portion of a 
course year after year have not the general broad 
educational view that is necessary to secure the best and 
most permanent, mental power. 

The work of the superintendent is to give the teachers 
visions of an ideal school and reviews of the work others 
are doing, their trials, failures and successes; to bring 
new devises to the teacher for trial that the interest of 
teacher and pupils may be kept at white heat; to encour- 
age; to plan for the conservation of time and energy of 
teachers and pupils; to see the school at its very worst 
and study the means for making it approach the ideal 
school. 

Such were my aims and with the co-operation of the 
teachers I had begun to execute them. 

You were successful in securing the services of three 
teachers welladapted for school work. ‘They have been 
tireless in their efforts to do what would best serve the 
interests of the children. | 

The schools have been as well equipped as we could 
expect at this time. 

The result is that my last days in the school were 
days in which I began to see the fruit of our toil for 
systematic work, pointing toward an end that should 
reach out farther than the school life. The children 
were more alive to the work of the school. 

The most serious deficiency in the work is the read- 
ing. Iam pleased to report that some very promising 
results have been secured but the end is not yet and 
constant effort is needed in this line. 

Thanking the citizens and school officers for the 
support given me the few weeks I have labored in the 
schools, lam,

To the School Committee: 


I have the honor to present herewith, as superintend- 
ent of schools, my first report; a part of the first annual 
report since the adoption of school supervision by 
Allenstown. 

As my connection with the school has been but seven 
weeks, together with the conditions under which I 
assume the duties of supervisor, I am not able to give 
such a report as otherwise might be expected. How- 
ever, | have found the pupils satisfactorily graded and 
the present order of work being done, good. 

It is now generally conceded that the learning of the 
alphabet at the beginning of the child’s school life is not 
only nota help, but a positive hindrance to his best and 
greatest possible progress. So, too, itis maintained that 
for a pupil to begin number work by counting 1, 2, 3, 4, 
etc., thence to the tables, will be thereby handicapped. 
And I hope to incorporate into our system the beginning 
and developement of number work. 

If the opportunity is given, it will also be an aim of 
mine to adopt the “Uniform course of Study for the 
Schools of New Hampshire,’’ prepared by the educa- 
tional council and adopted by the New Hampshire State 
‘Teachers’ Association. | 

In conclusion, permit me to gratefully acknowledge 
toe encouragement and warm-hearted support of the 
teachers, and to commend their service, and to express 
to you my appreciation of the pleasant conditions under 
which I have been privileged to work.
